Hu j 
bb&rved that in the hospitals in which he v/as engaged during the 
wafr fully 60 per cent of the patients talked in their sleep. Tho 
learned physician states quite gravely that you need have no fear 
about giving away secrets when talking during sleep. Hia exper- 
ience is that sleep talking is generally the reverse of what you would! 
expect to hear, the religious itsan of tens indulges in profanity and,' 
the irreligious man often singing hymns.

The most popular hour for sleep talking, according to the phy- i 


sician is between 1 o'clock and 2 o'clock ia the morning. Usually1 


it began in clearly accented words and "trailed off into a blur."; 
Frequently one palient started another to talking, altho none oc j 
them was conscious. By asking questions he found he could get! 
answers without waking patients, altho the replies, were not usually 
pertinent or intelligent. If he asked a man how he was wounded 
he was likely to tell his apre, or if he asked him how old he was he 
was likely to tell how he was wounded.
